host lirutlicr .lonathiiii. 



.lim Ward, the Hub-marine diver of 
Seattle, arrived in that city on Monday 
with the boiler of the steamer Lottie, 
wrecked in Deception Pass some two or 

tin eo years ago. It will he reiuenibereil 
thai Ca|it, Sweeney was on his way to the 
lower Sound when his atoaiiier ran on a 
rock in iJeceiJtioii Pass and sunk. An ef- 
fort was made t o raise the steamer which 
only resulted in turning her upside . down 
and spilling hoc boiler outi. In conversa- 
tion with a reporter of the Seattle 
Fiiiil-Jnidluje\m:r, Mr. \\'ard related 
how he recovered the boiler as 
follows; "After locating the point at 
which tho steamer went down, I put i-in 
my bathing suit and took a trip under tho 
water. There 1 found the boilor, and 
alongside of ifc a chain which Mr. Bunja- 
iiiiu had lost while grappling for tho 
Htcamei'. I attached the chain lo tlie 
boiler, and carried tho other end to tho 
surface, where 1 had a windlass. My 
partner and my.self raised the boiler to 
the snrfiieo and fastened it there secure- 
ly. When the tide receded we floated a 
raft of cedar lugs which we had made, un- 
der it, and we had our prize secured. I 
asked a flteatiiboat captain what be would 
charge to tow tlie raft to Seattle, and he 
said 820, That wan more money than I 
cared about investing in tug boat hire, 
and so I gut a double ended lishing boat, 
and toHcd the raft to Seattle myself. It 
took me two days, and 1 do not know how 
I could have made ^10 per day any easier. 
'I'lie boiler is sound and good and I ex- 
pect to got a fair price for it." 

THE CAUGO OF TKB EMILV FARNUAM. 

Ward also said: '*4bout sixteen years 
ago the bark Emily Farnham was lost on 
tliifi island. She was bound for Naiiaimo, 
and had railroad iron on lioard, but how 
much I have been unable to find out. 
Sdinu say she had 4()0 tons and others 
that it wa.s not over two tons. However, 
1 found the place where she was lost and 
instituted (in inyestigation. It did not 
take me long td'fihd wliat was left of the 
old hulk. She is in not to exceed fifteen 



feet of water at low tide. Tho iron lies 
justa.s though it bad been placed thoro 
by huniaii Ii.uhIh, It is perfectly white, 
being co\-ercil with mussels and sliolls. I 
exploded a dynaiiiito cartridge on the 
rails to clean oil' thu aliells and found the 
iron Id be but little injured by tho acti(m 
ol the water. I am now figuring with 
several parties, who are talking of putting 
up the ma'essary money to enable me to 
secure that iron,"

MARLBOROUGH'S MARRIAGE. 

The present Duke of Marlborough, al- 
though hii bears an illustrious naiiio, is 
not a piU-soiM.t goi.d repute. Of 1,'ite years 
he h.as at.lr.icled public ,at I eiition to liim- 
aelf lo no siii.-ill c'Nleiil, but it i.s an un 
enviable not . .riel y, nol. fame, llmt, he liaa 
i.;,uui'il. III.' has biTii ,1 prouiiiieiit ligure 
in ^aeveral mo.st iinaavory Kngiisli socie- 
ty scandivls, and having thus dragged in 
the dust the honorable title which he 
bears, has earned for himself a reputat ion 
which can only be characterized as dis 
graceful. It is for this reason ohieHy that 
his Ifitost net has boon made the subject of 
no little comment. \ few weeks ago he 
married in iNew York a wealthy and 
beautiful wiilow of (hat cily, whose bold- 
ness in taking him .is :i liusbiuid can well 
be s.-iiil to be i-.|iialleil only by the size of 
her purs,', and hi'r "go,„l looks." I'ubhc 
opinion. \i lii.th is seldom asta'ay in such 
ca:ii';i, ilerlaivs (lial .she waS in searoh <if ,a 
tit le, while he h.ad Ilia eye on her wealth, 
his own e.\eliequer having become very 
nearly dejiletod. The marriage, tliorofore, 
caused no little excitement sat the, tiiue, 
among those eapociiilly'to whont the bride 
was well known, and was the ,anbje(;t 
of general comment in the press of the 
United Statea. It is doulitful, however, 
whether it would havi^ been more than a 
six-daj'a' wonder li.ad not the New York 
//r/vi/i/ announced that according to the 
law of the Stale of New York the cero- 
moiiy was invalid. The ' ilarlborpugli- 
Hiimcraley marriage, therefore,' is now a 
still more exciting topic of diaciission than 
it was before. The former Duchess of 
Marlborough— now known as Lady Bland- 
ford— (obtained K short time ago, it will be 
remembered, a divorce from her husband 
on tho ground of hia guilt of the crimu of 
adultery. Now, the law of the .State of 
New York, within the jurisdiction of 
which tho recent niari iage uiis aoleiiini/ed, 
allow.s the smressful comp'iainaiil in a 
divorce case to marry again, but except 
riaiu circuni.stancos no »iich 
given ,by it to tho 
other party. Until rucontjy it de- 
clared that no dufondanb convicted of 



adultery should marrylagain during fcha 
lifetime of the compkinant. In 1870, 
however, the law was modiliod by tho 
granting of permission to a divorced do- 
fondant— that is, a husband from whom 
his wife has obtained a divorce or i-(i<i 
— to re-inarry by leave of tho court 
which granted the divorce, such leave be- 
ing obtainable only afteriave. years . from, 
the granting of the diif<SMoi'ahd then' only 
in c^jthe fComplainanil'sIiall hare mar- 
ried again.

This, how- 
ever, was merely a iHrluin of tho court, 
not a direct deoiaion. Hut in another 
case, decided in IHtJ,"), and involving tho 
very point raised in the iJiike'a caae, the 
iirt held that the marriage was void 
and otlier deciaiona of other New York 

irts are to the aaiiie elt'ect. It woul 
seem, therefore, that, noLwithslanding the 
double ceremony in New York, the Duke 
and Mrs. Hamersloy are not legally mar- 
ried. Hud they taken tho ferry to New 
Jersey, where the law is entirely dili'oront, 
their bargain and sale would have bi 
properly ciuicluded. As they did not do 
so, however, the contract is an illegal one 
- a fact which may not greatly trouble 
his (iraco, oxcejit in so far as linaneial 
considerations are concerned —but which 
will prove exceedingly disconcerting to 
his so-called bride. The case is an in- 
teresting one, not so much on account of 
the miserable notoriety of the Duke, but 
because it admirably illustrates the a\ • 
surdity and awkwardness of the difler- 
ences which exist between the laws of the 
various States on the subject of divorce. 
It may be added, however, that the Uuke, 
relying on high Jingliah.aa well as Ameri- 
can, legal authority, bolievea he ia the 
duly wedded husband of " tho Amorican 
Duchess."

It is pointed out by tho St. James's 
Oazette that tho number of parliamentary 

veterana in England is rapidly decreasing, 
and it appears probable that Mr, Charles 
\'^illiers, who has re|iiesented Wolver- 
hampton since LSoo, will soon he added to 
the list. How quickly the movement is 
progressing, aaya the <.'a.Te//t', may he 
judged from the fact that, though to the 
"abort Parlianient" chosen in November, 
1880, there was returned a representative 
of every House of Commons from the date 
of the accession of William IV., there are 
even already various gajjs in the sequence. 
Mr; Christopher Talbot, who came in 
)vith the dissolutii 11, caiiaed by the death 
of Oeorge IV., is, il is true, a (llamorgan- 
shire member still; while Mr. (iladstone, 
who tirat s;iw the House of Couiiiions' 
light at the gener.il election of l.S,'i2, 
and Mr. Villiera, who followed him 
in iS',it>, continue in that clianiber. 
But, tx) take only those chosen in 
1885, .Sir Thomas Aclaiid, first returned 
in 1837, and . Sir 'Mathow Wilson in 1841, 
lost their seats, in 1886; and Lord John 
Slannora, v.'ho also entered Parliament 
in 1841, is now in the Lords as the Duke 
of Rutland, and i\Ir. Bereaford Hopo, his 
contoniporary in joining the House of 
Commons, is dead ; while Mr. Bright, who 
was earliest returned at a by-eloetioii 
to this same J.SIl Parliament, has not 
been in the House this aes.sioii, and is 
now iuvalideil. And of those lirst ehoHeii 
at the dissolution of J.S-17 and elected ill 
lS8o, Sir Hubert Peel lias lost bis seat, 
Mr. Coopeis dead, and Sir Gilbert (Ireen- 
all alone remains; while Mr. Evelyn, who 
entered that same Parliament at a by- 
ulection, has resigned. Thus, while in 
1886 there were twelve members who 
ilatod their first return before 1850, there 
;iio now only live -Mr. Talbot, Mr. Gl.-iid- 
atoue, .Mr. Villiers, Mr. Bright, and .Sir 
(iilbert tireenall.

Tmi': Ohinaman'a ways are peculiar, in 
iiotliiiig more so than in naming. Accord- 
ing to the period of life he is in so is the 
name of a Chinaman, for lie does not start 
away with a name from the beginning of 
his days and continue to bear it till the 
end thereof. At first tho child beara the 
name of his father; but the distinguialiiiig 
iiiai k varies according lo the I'rovince. 
.\l Pekiii, for example, the children of 
the same family , are numbered, anil, in 
iloMcribiiig Chang and his family, they 
Would aay "(.lid Chang," ".SecondChaiig," 
"Tliiid Chung," etc. In Canton, the 
family name is followed by tho aflix Ah 
and an agnomen. For example, tho t wo 
sons of Ohang might b.e called^ ,Ohang-ah- 
Bbld and Obang-ah'Truthful; and the two 
daughters, Ohang-ah-Silveo ' and Ohaiig- 
ah-Modesty. In Fokien, the agnomen is 
aimply repeated. Thus of Cliang's two 
sons, if the eldest be Uliang- Honeat, the 
aecoiul would be Cliang-lIoneat-Honest 
and so forth. When the Chineae child goes 
to school (as nearly nil Chineae children 
do), it ooaaos to be known by its familiar 
nainu, being named afresh on its first ap- 
pearance before the schoolmaator. Tliiia 
Second Ohang might be called (Juiek Run- 
ner, Bright Eye, Twinkling Star; and ho 
is registered by the name thus fixed, and 
known by no other to his master and 
achool-felloWH. When the youth is en- 
gaged to bo married, a frosh name is 
given him, and from that time forth ids 
marriage reliitioiia deaignato liim by that 
name only. Again, when tho youth 
proaonts himself at the public examina- 
tion for an ollicial jiohI, he enters liiiiiself 
under a name of his own choice, and fur 
all time to come that constitutes his oitioial 
name.

A BY-LAW, 

Respecting the JDunicipal Assessment Roll for 
the year 1888. 

[Passed 18th June, 1888.] 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE COUNCIf. OF 
Ihi; Corponilloii of Iho City of Victoria, 
as follows : - 

1. The As.sessmunt Roll of the said City for 
the year IS88 shall be returned by the Assosaor 
to Iho Clerk of tho Municipal Council on llie 
ISlh day of July, A. D. 1838. 

2. All persons onmplatnlng of their respective 
assessments on the said Roll shall, tvllhin onn 
month after the tlmo horolnbeforo fixed for 
returning tho said Roll, glvo notice thereof in 
writing to thr> nicrk of the JIuniclpal Council, 
speeifyinn in such noliee 1 he i,o'onnds of thoir 
respeel ivii complaiiils.

Roslyn is a mining t(jwii of about J, 200 
population on tlie Inie of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad. The tire (iriginatcd in 
a small shack in the centre of the town, 
and spread vory rapidly, a strong wind 
blowing at the tinie. One hundred and 
ten buildings were destroyed — ^70 resi- 
dences and 40 business liuuses, which in- 
eluded the entire busuioss ()ortioii of the 
city. The total loss is .-iboul §150,000, 
with only .S12,00() in.''.nrancu. IMu lives 
were lost, but the inhabitants are Imme- 
le.ss and destitute, and are dependent 
upon neighboring Ujwiia for the iiocessar- 
ies of life. EUensburg sent $1,200 besides 
clotl\ing and food.

The 
Chinamen, upon being searched, were each 
found to be in possession of a properly 
certified certificate of leave of absence 
from tho Dominion of Canada, entitling 
the bearer to leave and return at any 
tiiile. The certificates were all of recent 
d.-.te, .-»nd were issued by the Cuatoina 
oltioers at Vancouver. The Chinese are 
smart enough to know the value of these 
documents when attempting lo cross the 
boundary line. Armed with a certificate, 
if caught, they are saved from an indef- 
inite term of iiiiprisoiimeiit on the .Amer- 
ican side and secure their prompt return 
to British soil free of all cost. One of 
the captured Chinamen has been in cus- 
tody tiireu times. The first time he was 
caught resulted in his imprisonment f(u- 
six iiioiitlis. But on the lu^xt two occa- 
sions he was found to be armed with a 
British Columbia certificate, entitling liini 
to leave of absence, and be enjoyed free 
board and an excursion, all at I 'ncle 
Sam's expense. The cost to the United 
States of the arresr, transportation, trial 
and board of these six Chinamen will 
amount to fully S500.
